The  houses  where  these  cases  occurred  were  visited  hy 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  disinfected. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Ten  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  six 
were  pulmonary.  There  we re  five  deaths  from  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  three  deaths  from  other  forms  of  this 
disease . 

Houses  from  which  patients  are  removed  to  Hospital,  or 
in  which  a death  from  Tuberculosis  occurs,  are  disinfected 

hy  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  arrangements  for  hospital  treatment,  which  were  made 
hy  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  are  now  made  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board;  hut  there  is  still  the  same  dela 
in  admission  of  patients,  owing  to  the  lack  of  nursing  staff. 

The  County  Council,  is  no  longer  responsible  for  the  work- 
ing of  the  scheme  for  allowances  to  dependents  of  tuberculous 
patients,  which  is  now  undertaken  by  the  National  Assis Lance 

Board. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  by  the  local  Doctors,  and 
payment  is  made  by  the  County  Council.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  has  carried  cut  extensions  to  their  mains  in 
various  parts  of  the  district.  Work  has  continued  on  the 
Valley  Court  Scheme,  and  has  begun  on  the  Llandi'lo  and 
Llsngolman  Scheme. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  get  all  houses  in  close  proximity 
connected  to  the  mains. 

The  Supply  of  water  in  1948  was  plentiful  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

Eight  samples  of  water  taken  from  private  supplies  were 
unsatisfactory.
